City, Southland Observes
Colorado Aqueduct Week

Colorado River Aqueduct Week is being observed this
week, December 27-January 2, throughout Southern Cali-
fornia and Torrance, in recognition of the silver anniver-

gary of the Metrppolitan Wat

er District.

For 25 years now the district;

has.-been performing the vital
public service of providing for
a dependable water supply from
the Colerado River. The dis-
trict is the organization that
planned, built and operates the
world's largest and . longest
aqueduct system.

When the first meeting of
the district directors was held
25 years ago, in Pasadena, they
were confronted with a ¢hal-
lenge to provide water for a
Southern California that was
growing fast, even then. The
directors worked fast, too, and
by 1941 a life-giving stream of
Colorado river water was pour-
ing into thirsty cities through
a 457-mile system of pipes, tun-
nels and conduits.

“Although the Metropoli-
tan Water District has shown
large gains by every. yard-
stick of growth during the
past 25 years, it is just enter-
ing its greatest period of use-
fulness,” said Joseph Jensen,
chairman of the board of di-
rectors,

Maximum Capacity

Pointing to " the aqueduct's
maximum capacity of more
than one billion gallons of

water daily, Jensen said present

use approximates about one-
ffith of that figure,
“This means that our Colo-

rado river reserve supply can
take care of the water needs of

another four to five million
people, or almost double the
present population now living

within the district boundaries,”
the water official declared.

eral subsidy or controls,” said
Chairman Jensen.

Cities Benefitting

The number of incorporated
cities in the Metropolitan Water
District has increased from the
original 11.to 50, Its area has
increased from 624 square miles
in 1928 to more than 1700
square miles in December, 1953,
Originally the district areas
in Los Angeles
and Orange counties;
